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‘Trigger cuts’ to delay LA building retrofitting 


The 1950s-era 
buildings were 
constructed to meet 
codes of the time.

Possible budget cuts could postpone 
earthquake’ resilience renovations to 
Liberal Arts buildings 2, 3 and 4. 

“Trigger cut” provisions in the Califor- 


nia State budget will further reduce CSU 
funding by $100 million if anticipated 
state revenue isn’t raised. The provision 
has halted the planned seismic retrofitting 
and renovations, and may push back the 
project by at least a year and a half. 

“The project has not been canceled, 
only been delayed by the funding cri- 


“sis,” said Michael Blazey, assistant 


dean of the College of Liberal Arts. 
Though structural reinforcement is 
a top priority, there is no fear of severe 
damage should an earthquake hit. 
“They are a high priority for seismic 
retrofit, but if they were in danger for 


any kind of collapse, we wouldn’t have 
class in them,” Blazey said. 


The 1950s-era buildings were con- 


structed up to engineering codes of 
the time, but an advanced understand- 
ing of earthquakes has led to stronger 
structural codes. The planned seismic 
retrofitting will reflect those changes. 

“We’ve been through several earth- 
quakes and the buildings are still 
intact,” said Sue Brown; director of 
physical planning and construction 
management.

After only 72 days of marriage, reai- 
ity show star Kim Kardashian filed for 
divorce Monday from her husband and 
professional basketball - player, Kris 
Humphries. 

“After careful consideration, I have 
decided to end my marriage,” Kar- 
dashian said in a statement to-several 
news agencies. “I hope everyone un- 
derstands this was not an easy decision. 
I had hoped this marriage was forever, 
but sometimes things don’t work out as 
planned. We remain friends and wish 
each other the best.” 

The couple’s wedding on August 20 
cost a reported $20 million, led to a 
multi-episode television special on E! 
and reached 8 million viewers, accord- 
ing to ABC News. 

Students on campus reacted to the 
celebrity news. 

“T think she did it for publicity and 
so they can get higher ratings,” fresh- 
man Danny Cedeno said. 

Cedeno’s sisters watch the show 


regularly and the freshman heard the 
news through them. He said he thinks 
the wedding and the divorce were all 
rigged. ; 
“I don’t think it was a scam,” said 
Edith Alvarez, a pre-nursing major. 

Alvarez watches the show regularly 
and was surprised to hear about the di- 
vorce. She said, on the show, the couple 
was already having problems but she 
was “hoping they would last.” 

Rumors about the couple’s problems 
have been circulating on the web and 
on TV. 

Kardashian told People magazine 
that their first few days of marriage 
were not great. 

Kardashian, 31, is worth an estimat- 
ed $35 million and Humphries, 26, is 
worth approximately_$8 million. 

“Keeping up with the Kardashians” 
is a reality television show that airs on 
E! 

The television show follows the 
lives of the Kardashian family, includ- 
ing Kim and her sisters Khloe and 
Kourtney, her half-sisters Kendall and 
Kylie Jenner, andsher brother Robert. 

It originally aired in 2007 and its 
seventh season is scheduled to begin 
in July. 

The original show has led to spin- 
offs such as “Kourtney and Khloe Take 
Miami,” “Kourtney and Kim Take 
New York” and “Khloe and Lamar.”

Hispanic serving institute Mi Casa, 
Mi Universidad is displaying an ofren- 
da, a ceremonial offering to the dead, 
on the first floor of the Academic Ser- 

_vices building in honor of Dia de los 
Muertos, or Day of the Dead. 
Day of the Dead is a Mexican tradi- 
tion that celebrates death by ceremo- 
nial remembrance rather than mourn- 
ing. It is a Mexican cultural tradition to 
celebrate by setting up offerings to the 
dead, such as candles, pictures, elabo- 


rately decorated skulls, yellow flowers, 
which symbolize death, and sentimen- 
tal items that belonged to the deceased. 
The souls of the dead are said to visit 
the ofrendas and bask in the aromas of 
the food, which nourish their soul.- 
Students stopped by the colorful 
ofrenda to observe what Day of the 
Dead meant to the Mexican culture. 
Some students had never heard of the 
celebration, while others connected 


~ with the celebration from their own 


cultures. 

“T think it is important to celebrate 
in a positive way because we should 
remember the life that our loved ones 
had,” Alma Reis, a sophomore com- 
munications major, said. 

The celebration begins at midnight 


then continues until Thursday. The

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According to Brown, there is no 
need to fear using the classrooms. 

“We haven’t been directed by anyone 
not to use them, but just out of a need to 
further strengthen them, that’s what we 
are going to be doing,” Brown said. 

Brown said the structural engineer will 
add reinforcement to the walls in certain 
areas of the buildings so that they are 
stronger than they are now. 

Original plans called for emptying 
of the buildings during this year’s win- 
ter session, with classes being moved to 
Peterson Hall 1 and 2. Work was sched- 
uled to be completed by fall 2013, with 
students returning to air-conditioned 
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rooms with new, energy efficient win- 
dows and improved class aesthetics. 

“The current thinking is that any re- 
location of people out of LA 2, 3 and 
4 would happen, at the earliest, over 
summer 2012, which would push the 
completion date back even further 18 
months,” Blazey said. 

The new plans aim to reinforce the 
buildings for seismic safety, improve 
electrical infrastructure for classroom 
technology, and make the upper floors 
of the building more easily accessible 
to handicapped students, a change that 
will make the buildings compliant with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

“Right now, because budgets got re- 
duced, we had to scale it back to the very 
core needs of what would be the most 
benefit to the campus,” Brown said.

She said the skulls are meant to 
be elaborate and fancy to give death 
a positive appearance because it is 
a natural part of life. She added that 
we all have to face it one day, so we 


- should embrace it instead of fear- 


ing it. 

“As long as you remember the 
dead, they stay alive,’ Amezcua 
said. “On Halloween, skulls are 
spooky, but for the Dia de los 
Muertos, it represents a happy way 
of honoring the dead.” 
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ASI senators 
Spar over GE 
changes

A heated debate between student 
senators at the Associated Students Inc. 
Senate meeting last week ended with a 
resolution that opposes revisions made 
to the 2011 general education policy by 
the Academic Senate. 

The Academic Senate revised their 
proposal for changes to the humanities 
and arts section to open more course 
options to students by allowing them 
to take three units of arts, three units 
of humanities and an additional three 
units from arts or humanities. 

The initial proposal would have al- 
lowed students to take three units of 


-arts and, six units of any humanities to 


satisfy their'C2 GE requirement. 

The current policy mandates stu- 
dents take one course in the arts and 
six units in two of three humanities 
areas, literature, philosophy or foreign 
language: 

ASI’s resolution recommends keep- 
ing the current mandate. It will be 
presented to the Academic Senate on 
Thursday for consideration. 

“Some faculty want a much more 
structured GE policy .... other faculty 
say, let’s open it up a little bit,” said 
Lynn Mahoney, associate vice presi- 
dent for undergraduate studies. 

Senator Jorge Soriano insisted dur- 
ing the ASI Senate meeting that, by 
opening more liberal arts courses, the 
new GE policy would value ease of 
class accessibility over the quality of 
education. E 

According to Soriano, students 
would be able to avoid such courses as © 
foreign languages in favor of “hyper- 
specializing” in other subjects. 

He further pressed that specializing 
in a GE subject would allow students 
to avoid challenging GE courses in

in an exhibit that aimed to raise aware- 
ness of domestic abuse, which will con- 
tinue today. 

The Project SAFE and Cal State 
Long Beach Women’s Resource Cen- 

- ter-sponsored exhibit displayed flags 
that represented two different signs of 
domestic abuse issues. 

The red flags presented warning 
signs of potential abuse and the blue 
flags described positive signs of people 
reaching out to the abused. 

“{This event] is to raise awareness 
and to provide information-and resourc- 
es for students, staff and faculty on abu- 
sive relationships,” said Lynne Coenen, 
coordinator of Project Safe. 

Coenen has been working on projects 


like this at CSULB for the last 15 years. 

Students will also have an opportu- 
nity to write their own messages on the 
blue flags, offering words of comfort 
and encouragement, contrasting the 
messages on the red flags. 

Along with the flags, there were also 
relationship quizzes available to students. 

The quizzes were structured to help 
give those taking it a new perspective 
on their relationship. 

Quiz questions asked about acts of 
violence or anger that one has experi- 
enced in a relationship. The results de- 
termined the potential levels of abuse in 
the relationship. 

The results were also accompanied 


with advice on what do in each particu- : 


lar situation. 

A table was also set up with mate- 
rial to further inform students on all 
aspects on domestic violence. There 
were papers and pamphlets explaining 
how to recognize domestic violence, 
how to help someone who is being 
-abused and hotline numbers provided 
by CAPS (Counseling and Psychologi- 
cal Services) and Project SAFE. 

According to Cameron Shibata, a 
psychology grad student, a woman is 
abused every nine seconds in the United 
States and 26 percent of girls in grades 
9-12 have been the victim of physical 
abuse, sexual abuse or date-forced sex.

Shibata added that 63 percent of boys 
aged 11-20 who commit homicide kill a 
man who is abusing their mother. 

“Everyone can be affected by [abu- 
sive relationships],’ Shibata _ said. 
“Men, women, lesbians, gays, it doesn’t 
have any boundaries. This is why it’s so 
important that people reach out.” 

The Clothesline Project Exhibit will 
be set up on Wednesday and Thursday 
on the CBA lawn from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The weeklong project will conclude 
with a documentary in CBA 139 on 
Thursday called “Amy’s Story”. This 
film documents the death of a woman in 
an abusive relationship who eventually 
was killed because of it.

We can’t keep churning out people that 
are too generalized.” 

According to Craig, allowing stu- 
dents to focus in one particular area 


would encourage critical thinking and 


permit students to delve deeply into a 
few subjects rather than graze several 
unrelated subjects on the surface? 

Senator-at-Large Jason Neas dis- 
agreed with Craig, arguing that spe- 
cialization should be restricted to major 
and minor programs. 

“Basically what the pattern does now 


is protect us from going too far off the 


mark and going into narrow niches,” 


. Neas said. 


Neas said he hopes that the Aca- 
demic Senate will heed ASI’s resolu- 


. tion against the humanities and arts GE 


revisions. ; 

According to Mahoney, the Academ- 
ic Senate’s approval process is slow, 
meticulous and unpredictable. 

Academic senators will review and 
approve individual parts of the 2011 
GE policy change proposal at each 
meeting. 

Once this review is finished, the re-- 
vised points will be combined into a fi- 
nal policy proposal, which will then be 
read by the Senate for a final vote.

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Players union should settle for 50-50 split in NBA contract 


Four weeks of NBA games have already 
been lost, and another week of games were re- 
cently cancelled as well. The owners and play- 
ers union have been dancing circles around a 
resolution the past few days — and a good 95 
percent of the-contract has been agreed upon 
— but the last 5 percent remains, and it’s the 

crux of the contract: 

how to split the $4 
OUR VIEW billion in revenue. 

This is the fourth 

lockout in the history of the National Basket- 
ball Association, and the major issue this time 
has to do with revenue. The players union 
wants 52.5 percent of the revenue, according to 
the New York Times, but the owners will only 
settle for a 50-50 split. While the players bring 
the fame, the owners hold the weight. Thus, 
maybe the owners deserve a 50-50 split. 

“The players...have already made a $180 
million concession,” reads the New York 
Times article. “They have agreed to a harsher 
luxury tax, shorter contracts and smaller 
raises. They have made concessions on nearly 
every major item in the collective bargain- 
ing agreement — a tacit admission that the 
league’s economic woes are real and substan- 
tial and had to be addressed.” 

Although the contract between the NBA 
and players union seesaws between favoring 
the players and the owners, the owners are, 
overall, at a higher advantage. Last year, the 
players earned 57 percent of the total revenue, 
so if a 50-50 split is reached, the players could 
be facing a pretty drastic cut. So why should 
this be okay? 

One. could argue that fans pay to see the 
players, but when it comes down to it, the play- 
ers carry the recognition, but the owners bear 
much of the burden in terms of legal matters, 
etcetera. 

Moreover, the owners have consistently 


stacked wallets compared to some of the bench-warming players. 
Players that aren’t as well known as Kobe Bryant or LeBron James 
are and will continue to be losing a lot of money with the lockout. 
Caving into a 50-50 split may be the only way to save these players 


from losing any more money than they already have.

LA City Council has the right idea about murals, student says

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‘Rum Diary’ film drunken, good insight into. life 


The film shows 
different paths of life 
and “fantastic” acting 
by Johnny Depp.

“T’ve got no voice, I don’t know how 
to write like me,” says journalist Paul 
Kemp (Johnny Depp) in the film “The 
Rum Diary.” 

Paul is a man at a crossroads in life, 
wondering if he has a place in the world. 
“The Rum _ Diary,” 
directed by Bruce 
Robinson, is an ex- 
ploration of life in the 
late 1950s, and what 
it is like to be afraid 
of growing old. Also, 
there’s a lot of heavy 
drinking involved. 

Paul moves from 
New York to San 
Juan, Puerto Rico 
in order to work for 

,a failing newspaper 
called the San Juan 
Star. He meets an 
eclectic group of char- 


acters who work for the paper. Edward 
Lotterman (Richard Jenkins), the Edi- 
tor in Chief, hires Paul because half of 
his staff has become pathetic alcohol- 
ics. 

Paul is interested in practicing legiti- 
mate journalism for the paper, but he 
soon learns that the Star is not interest- 
ed in printing actual news. The paper 
is mostly read by Americans who vaca- 
tion in Puerto Rican casinos and hotels. 
When Paul tries to write a story about 
the extreme poverty and mistreatment 
of the local islanders, Edward tells him 
“These people don’t want to know who 
the losers are, they want to know who 
won.” 

The characters Paul meets during 
the course of the movie represent three 
different paths 
he could take 
in life. Bob 
Sala (Michael 
Rispoli) is a 
photographer 
who came 
to the island 
with similar 
aspirations as 
Paul, but has 
become fed 
_up with it and 
wants to move 
‘on to better 
things. Bob’s 
roommate, 


‘ning to build on the island. 


Moberg (Giovanni Ribisi), is a 
journalist who has completely 
gone off the deep end, drink- 
ing himself to death and rarely 
making appearances in the day- 
light. On the other side of things 
there’s Sanderson (Aaron Eck- 
hart), a rich, corrupt business- 
man who has taken advantage 
of Puerto Rico and needs Paul’s 
help to write positive things 
about a group of hotels he’s plan- 


Along the course of the moy- 
ie, Paul visits each possible path, 
drinking to excess like Moberg, 
feeling like he’s destined for bet- 
ter things like Bob and contem- 
plating taking advantage of the 
Puerto Ricans for personal gain 
like Sanderson. 

There is also a love story be- 
tween Paul and. Sanderson’s fi- 
ance Chenault (Amber Heard). 
The love story is. fairly weak in this 
film, mostly involving Heard and Depp 
staring longingly at each other. Their 
love seems to be based entirely on the 
fact that they are both extremely attrac- 
tive, and therefore should be together. 

However, the weak love story is 
simply an attempt by the filmmakers 
to put an underlying structure beneath 
the source material written by Hunter 
S. Thompson, a book which was deg¢id- 
edly unstructured. Similar to the pre- 


vious adaptation of Thompson’s work 
“Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas” (also 
starring Depp), the times when the film 
truly shines are the moments in which 
Depp is allowed to descend fully into 
madness. ; 

There are scenes with fire-breathing, 
acid-tripping, car chases and absolute 
drunken insanity which are a blast to 
watch. Depp, a close friend of Thomp- 
son’s when he was alive, once again 
does a fantastic job of imitating his

unique personality and perception of 
the world. 

This film is more about a time, a set- 
ting and a feeling than it is about a plot. 
If anyone has ever felt conflicted about 
where they are going in life, or felt un- 
happy with the state of things, they will 
be able to connect with this movie. This 
film is also bound to make everyone 
want to visit beautiful Puerto Rico — 
just as long as they make sure to take it 
easy on the rum.

It marks the second weekly honor 
for Link this season and third of her 
career. 

Link helped the LBSU women’s 
soccer team lock up the No. 2 seed 
and home field advantage in the semi- 
finals of Big West Tournament as she 
played a part in five of the 49ers’ six 
goals in key wins over UC Davis and 
the University of the Pacific this past 
weekend. 

She started the weekend with two 
assists ina 2-0 victory over the streak- 
ing Aggies. 

Two days later, Link picked. her 
best point total of the season in a sin- 
gle game with two goals and a helper 
in a 4-2 win against Pacific. 

She found the back of the net in the 
seventh minute before connecting for 


the game-winner at the 78:15 mark af- 


ter the Tigers tied it up at 2-2 in the 
73rd minute. 

On the weekend, Link led LBSU 
in goals (2), assists (3), points (7), and 
shot attempts (9). 

Link is also in the midst of one of 
the greatest seasons in LBSU history.
